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Redesigned mini-Holland plans keep motorists and cyclists apart 
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Completely redesigned plans 
for the first phase of 
Kingston’s multi-million 
pound mini-Holland proposal 
have been released - and it 
looks like a victory for cycling 
campaigners. 

Updated designs released in 
January came under scrutiny 
after cycling groups, residents 
and motorists complained that 
segregation did not go far 
enough. 

But revised plans released by 
Kingston Council show the seg¬ 
regation increased from just 20 


per cent to 85 per cent. 

Nick Davies, of the Kingston 
Cycling group, said the revised 
plans were a “considerable im¬ 
provement” on the previous 
proposals. 

He said: “We will be seeking 
further assurances about the 
design but, in the round, we 
support it. 

“This has some impressive 
features; fully protected space, 
floating bus stops, refuges for 
turning cyclists, possibly 
crossings which can detect bi¬ 
cycles and a well-thought-out 
link to Surbiton via Palace 
Road. 

“It will be valuable for family 
and novice riders.”

Letters were sent to 3,100 
households in the Portsmouth 
Road area before the consulta¬ 
tion period started and the 
council received 700 responses 
to the proposals. 

Hundreds more visited exhi¬ 
bitions held in Guildhall and 
Harts Boat Yard. 

About 60 per cent said they 
were in favour of the scheme’s 
ideals as a whole but many 
complained that not enough 
was being done to protect the 
safety of cyclists. 

The plans went to public 
consultation from January 19 
to February 18 and showed 
about 20 per cent of the road 
separated for cyclists and the 
rest made up of painted cycle 
lanes. 

Portsmouth Road was 
shown with a 2m wide cycle 
lane running down each side 
of the road and a 6m lane for 
two-way traffic with no cen¬ 
tral line. 

The re-draft shows a fully 


segregated two-way cycle lane 
running from Portsmouth 
Road’s junction with South 
Lane south to its junction 
with Palace Road. 

The remaining 700m from 
Palace Road, south to the 
junction with Brighton Road, 
show a cycle route segregated 
using small “armadillo” 
humps, which designers say 
will offer additional protec¬ 
tion for cyclists from cars in 
both directions. 

Lead member for transport 


Councillor Richard Hudson 
said: “There was a clear desire 
for more segregation between 
cyclists and motor vehicles 
and the new plans have in¬ 
creased this segregation from 
20 per cent originally, to 85 per 
cent now. 

“We have a vision where cy¬ 
clists, new and experienced, 
will feel safe and confident 
taking trips along Portsmouth 
Road, whether it be for work, 
study or pleasure. 

“We want to create a route 


that is fully accessible and at¬ 
tractive to pedestrians and 
where motor traffic can con¬ 
tinue to move freely.” 

Despite the changes, project 
managers insist that the pro¬ 
ject will not exceed the £1.4m 
budget set aside for this phase. 

Enabling works that were 
due to begin next month will 
now be pushed back to June, 
with full building work likely 
to start in late summer, after 
the Ride London race in 
August. 

Project manager Inderpal 
Grewal said he hoped work 
would be completely finished 
before Ride London 2016. 

In a letter sent to Portmouth 
Road residents this week Mr 
Grewal said: “The response to 
the consultation was fantas¬ 
tic, with more than 700 people 
taking the time to feedback 
their views. If you were one of 
them, thank you.”

Man charged over Tolworth stabbing 


A college student has appeared 
in court charged with the at¬ 
tempted murder of a man who 
was stabbed three times in Tol¬ 
worth Broadway. 

Olanrewaju Kukoyi, 21, of Mil¬ 
lais Way, Epsom, appeared at 
Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court 
on Thursday, March 12, charged 
with the attempted murder 
of Fabrice Benjamin, carrying 
a six-inch kitchen knife 
and possessing a bag of 
cannabis. 


The charges relate to an inci¬ 
dent in Tolworth Broadway at 
about 5.50pm on Tuesday, 
March 10, when police were 
called to reports of a fight be¬ 
tween two men by members of 
the public. 

Mr Benjamin was stabbed 
three times - in his arm, in his 
chest and near his liver - and 
was taken to St George’s Hospi¬ 
tal in Tooting with life-threaten¬ 
ing injuries, where he was 
placed in intensive care. 


He is now said to be in a stable 
condition. 

The defendant’s lawyer, Sarah 
Taite, told the court that Mr 
Kukoyi lives at home with his 
parents and two older siblings 
and that he is studying business 
at college. 

Mr Kukoyi did not enter pleas 
for any of the charges and will 
appear at Kingston Crown 
Court later this month. 

He has been remanded in 
custody.

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From Hurricanes to Harriers 
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He spent nearly half a century 
building some of Britain’s 
most iconic military aircraft, 
from the Hurricane to the 
Harrier and the Hawk. 

Jeffrey Tipper, 98, first 
stepped through the doors of 
Kingston’s Hawker factory, 
then in Canbury Park Road, as 
an apprentice in 1933. 

By the time he retired in 1981 
he supervised a daytime team 
of 80 workers and a night shift 
of 12, having taken evening 
classes in management, paid 
for by the company. 

The air show at Farnbor- 
ough was a yearly trip for 
staff, and Hawker had its own 
spectators’ stand. During 
World War II, loyal workers 
stayed on the line even when 
air raid sirens sounded. 

Mr Tipper, pictured, of 
Shrewsbury Close, Surbiton, 
said: “When the air raid siren 
went off we just carried on 
working - we only stopped 
working if we got word from 
our spotters that a plane was 
coming in. 

“You were getting air raids 
every day and every night, for 
a time.” 

A man would be stationed on 
the factory roof with a Lewis 
gun, and would call down if 
danger was imminent, he 
added. 




Mr Tipper contacted the 
Surrey Comet after reading 
our report of a Harrier, long 
treasured by Surbiton air 
cadets, being driven away in 
January to be restored and 
sold on. 

The story brought back 
memories of assembling the 
famous vertical take-off 
jets at the Richmond 
Road factory for¬ 
merly used by 
Leyland. 

Of the jets, 
variants of 
which 

served with 
air forces 
and navies 
around the 
world, he 
said: “They 
didn’t spend 
much on tools 
at first. We did¬ 
n’t know if they 
were going to buy 
it or not. We built 
those things with a 
very minimal amount of 
tooling. 

“To put the frames in I had a 
line on the floor and we lined 
things up like that. 

“I can’t understand why 
they scrapped the Harrier, be¬ 
cause they can use them on 
the aircraft carriers.” 

Transitioning from pro¬ 
peller-driven fighters like the 
Hurricane to jets like the 
Hunter and Harrier posed lit¬ 
tle problem, Mr Tipper said. 


He said: “The structure’s the 
same, it’s only the engines 
that were different. It was 
quite a simple job, really. An 
all-metal wing was lighter 
than a fabric-covered wing be¬ 
cause the stress was taken up 
in the wing itself. In a fabric 
wing you needed a girder run¬ 
ning through.” 

Mr Tipper has no 
favourite among 
the planes he 
worked on - 
though on the 
day the Sur¬ 
rey Comet 
met him, he 
wore a tie 
featuring 
embroidered 
Harriers in 
hover mode. 
He was born 
in Hertford¬ 
shire in 1916, 
and moved to 
Surbiton after his 
father was called up 
for the war. 

He himself did not enter ac¬ 
tive service in World War II, a 
consequence of having been 
run over by a bus aged 16 and 
left with, as he put it, “a dodgy 
right foot”. 

It was an odd parallel to an 
injury his father sustained to 
his right leg in a shooting acci¬ 
dent, that did not quite keep 
him out of his war, he added. 

The damage did not stop Mr 
Tipper joining the Home 
Guard, however, where he

made corporal and became an 
expert in unarmed combat. 

He moved to his home in 
Shrewsbury Close in 1955 with 
his late wife, Maisie. A keen 
painter, her pictures adorn 
the living room they shared; a 
leaping ballerina and a Picas¬ 
so copy, among others. 

The couple travelled widely 
in Europe including aboard 
the Comet, the ill-fated early 
jet liner. Mr Tipper was wor¬ 
ried his wife might not enjoy 


flying, but on their first trip, 
appropriately enough for the 
partner of an aviation engi¬ 
neer, she loved the experience, 
he said. 

Mr Tipper said that when he 
retired from the factory, “the 
directors up there wanted me 
to stay on, but I said, ‘No, 
thanks’.”

Mr Edwards, who had been 
homeless, was found with 50 
per cent burns early on Fri¬ 
day, March 6, outside Clear 
House, an empty office build¬ 
ing in Kingston Road where it 
was believed he had been 
sleeping. 

It has been suggested Mr 
Edwards was cooking before 
the fire started. 

He had been known to St 
Peter’s Church in Norbiton, 
and had previously stayed at 
the YMCA in Surbiton. 

At St Peter’s big feast on 
Wednesday - a weekly meal 
for vulnerable and homeless 
people which Mr Edwards 
had previously attended - 
friends lit candles in his 
memory. 

But several people claimed 
Mr Edwards should never 
have been left in the situation

he was in when he died. 

School friend John Ridley 
said: “Colin has always been 
a bit of a loner. He had men¬ 
tal health problems and the 
authorities would not deal 
with it. 

“He was put on a shelf to 
rot. That’s why he got into 
this mess. I saw him a couple 
of weeks ago and he said 


‘They won’t house me, they 
won’t come near me’. 

“No one wanted to help 
him. 

“He should have been in 
cared accommodation or 
sheltered accommodation.” 

Kieran Cullen, 49, said: “He 
was a lovely fellow. I knew 
him about 20 years. He would 
not hurt a fly. He had a good 


heart. The authorities just 
would not help him.” 

A South West London and 
St George’s Mental Health 
Trust spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed Mr Edwards was 
known to the service, but was 
unable to comment further 
on what help he was ever 
given. 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman said: “This is a 
terrible tragedy and the 
council’s thoughts are with 
the friends and family of Mr 
Edwards. 

“At this time we are looking 
into what support was sought 
by Mr Edwards and how we 
may have responded.” 

A London Fire Brigade 
spokesman said it would be 
submitting the findings of its 
investigation into the cause 
of the fire to the coroner in 
due course. 

Kingston Road was closed 
between the High Street and 
Springfield Place following 
the fire at Clear House, to 
which emergency services 
were called to about 4.30am 
on March 6. 

Another man was treated 
for smoke inhalation. 

The Metropolitan Police 
said the death was being 
treated as non-suspicious.

Arrests after ‘gun’ fight

Headbutting 
woman guilty 

A woman followed strangers off a train 
and headbutted and punched them while 
on drugs. 

Jennifer Lewis, 25, attacked her victims 
at Surbiton station on May 1 last year in 
an unprovoked attack. 

She denied attacking a woman, but she 
had admitted attacking a man. She was 
found guilty at Wimbledon Magistrates’ 
Court on February 20. 

Lewis, who lives in Canada Road, Cob- 
ham, was sentenced to prison for 26 
weeks, suspended for 24 months. She will 
be jailed if she commits any more crimes 
in that time. 

She was also told to go on a day-long 
thinking skills programme by magistrates 
at Wimbledon last Friday and ordered to 
pay compensation of £688, which will be 
taken out of her benefits. 

The Thinking Skills Programme is a 
“group programme which will develop 
your thinking skills to help you stay out of 
trouble” according to probation services. 

Lewis avoided paying court costs or a 
contribution to the national victim sur¬ 
charge fund because she was deemed to be 
of limited means. 

She had also pleaded guilty to failing to 
turn up at court after being released on 
bail.

A man who admitted concealing drugs 
under his foreskin has been fined. 

Ian Brown, 34, pleaded guilty at Wim¬ 
bledon Magistrates’ Court on Tuesday 
last week to possession of heroin and 
cannabis. 

Plain clothes police officers were pa¬ 
trolling the Cattle Market car park in 
Kingston on February 21 and went into 
the public toilets where they found one 
cubicle occupied. They heard rustling of 
a bag and upon crouching on the floor, 
saw a needle and antiseptic wipe packet. 


When Brown left the toilets, he was de¬ 
tained and taken to Kingston police sta¬ 
tion for a strip search. 

Brown, who lives at Surbiton’s YMCA, 
told the officers he had cannabis in his 
pants and later admitted having drugs 
under his foreskin. 

In mitigation, the court heard Brown 
had been a drug addict, but was trying to 
stay away from drugs and committing of¬ 
fences of dishonesty. 

He was fined £25 for possession of 
cannabis and £50 for possession of hero¬ 
in. Brown was also ordered to pay costs of 
£25 and a surcharge of £20 - a total of 
£ 120 .

This is how Tolworth Tower could 
look in years to come, according 
to developers CNM Estates. 

The company has released im¬ 
ages that show four new residen¬ 
tial towers plus landscaping. 

The plans would see the build¬ 
ing currently home to the Broad¬ 
way Bar, Garner’s funeral 
directors, PMG Schoolwear, Costa 
and Boots demolished to make 
way for the new buildings, which 
would have commercial space on 
the ground floor. 

Anil Jasani, who runs the 
Broadway Bar, said CNM chair¬ 
man Wahid Samady had 
promised to meet him to discuss 
the development. 

He said: “The concern is, what’s 
going to happen to where [the bar] 
is? What’s happening to this prop¬ 
erty and how long is this whole 
project going to take, and within 
what timescale are we going to 
know where we’re going?” 

The lease on the independent 
bar runs until 2038. 

But Mr Jasani, a resident of the 
area since 1979, added: “I’ve al¬ 
ways approved of development on 
the Tolworth Broadway. I’m up 
for development to bring some life 


into Tolworth.” 

Concerns were also raised at a 
public exhibition of the designs 
over a potential increase in traffic 
from a total of 400 new homes 
plus 60 serviced apartments. 

One resident said: “The thing 
looks lovely, no doubt about that. 
What concerns us is the traffic 
that is going to come with it. It is 
total chaos coming off the A3 at 
Red Lion Road.” 

Mr Samady said traffic mod¬ 
elling showed weight of traffic 
would decrease, particularly at 
peak times, because of the 


conversion from office space to 
homes. However, several floors of 
offices would be retained, and 
may include space for start-up 
businesses. 

Of the plans as a whole Mr 
Samady said: “People say ‘Why 
are you doing this in Tolworth?’ 
and I say I’m proud we are doing 
it in Tolworth. This building is a 
gateway.” 

He added: “There is definitely 
room, in my mind, for a bar [or] 
restaurant in this development.”

I f you have recently 
welcomed a kitten 
or puppy into your 
household please accept 
many congratulations from 
the team at ROYAL CANIN®!

Need better consultation on mini-Holland plan

The 
challenge was for us to go to Italy and score a 
large number of points to win the game. 

“Certainly the emphasis on that day - and 
it will be the same on Saturday - is to get the 
performance right. We’ll look to build our game 
and take the opportunities when they come. 

“If that means it’s three points, it’s three points. 
If we get ahead of ourselves, we’ll undoubtedly 
come unstuck.”

Of course, it is an 
intensely emotive subject, but 
I believe that it is a subject 
that we should keep talking 
about.” 

Getting the message of 
the play over to audiences is 
something that Murphy feels 


is important. 

The juxtaposition between a 
seemingly normal family life 
and the horror of a concentra¬ 
tion camp is a key part of the 
story. 

Murphy says: “The first half 
of the play is brilliant in that it 
gives us a normal family, de¬ 
spite what is happening 
outside. 

“You wonder how this nor¬ 
mal family can collude with 
such a government or can 
turn a blind eye to what is 
going on. I’d always argue that 
our allegiance should be di¬ 
rected to our friends rather 
than the state. At the same 
time, I wonder how we would 
act in such circumstances.”

While taking his tour 
across the world Hunter says: 
“In my head, the person I’m 
writing my shows for is 
British. If you make it as a 
comedian in Britain, then 
you can branch out to the 
colonies. 

“Unlike people in the US, 
Brits won’t say, ‘You’re too 
deep’ or ‘You think too 
much’. I’m not a social out¬ 
cast in Britain because I use 
words of more than five let¬ 
ters. That’s one of the many 
things I love about Britain.” 

Hunter can be recognised 
from a number of popular 
comedy television shows in¬ 
cluding 8 out of 10 Cats, 
Never Mind the Buzzcocks 
and QI but often avoids say¬ 
ing too much, giving the pub¬ 
lic just a short clip of his 
humour.

Portal’s big challenge 


OnTheMarket (OTM) has a 
mountain to climb to overtake 
Zoopla in the property portal 
market, according to latest 
research by the property search 
engine Home.co.uk. 

OTM, which went online at the 
end of January and is run by high 
street estate agents co-operative 
Agents' Mutual, imposed a highly 
controversial 'one other portal' 
rule on agents using the site to 
give them an advantage. 

This requires agents wanting to 
join OTM to drop one of the two 
leading property portals (Right- 
move and Zoopla) and stop 
advertising their clients' proper¬ 
ties on smaller portals. 


With 4,927 agents signed up by 
March 10, OTM looks to have only 
achieved fifth place among prop¬ 
erty portals, behind Rightmove, 
Zoopla, Primelocation and 
Mouseprice, and just ahead of 
sixth-placed Nethouseprices. 

Home.co.uk's latest figures, 
which are based on agent sales of¬ 
fice data, reveal the extent to 
which OTM's tactics have affected 
Zoopla, but not Rightmove. 

Figures show that the day after 
OnTheMarket's January 26 launch, 
Zoopla was used by 10,712 agency 
offices. But, by March 10, this had 
fallen to 9,072. Meanwhile, the 
number of agents using Right- 
move fell by just 138 to 12,712.

The Citreon C4 Cactus has been 
awarded the top accolade at the 
Carbuyer.co.uk Best Cars of the 
Year awards.

"Secondly, Carbuyer offers 
advice to customers who are 
actively in the process of looking 
for a new car, so these awards are 
very important for a new entrant 
to the market like the C4 Cactus." 


WHAT'S NEW? The Fabia itself is 
pretty much new from the ground 
up; the exterior is all-new, there's a 
stack of new engines to choose 
from and the suspension is heavily 
revised. The Estate version adds to 
this a substantial load area at the 
rear, which Skoda claims is the 
biggest in the class. It majors on 
the practicality front elsewhere 
too, with novel storage features 
like bottle holders on the inside 
shoulders of the front seats. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: It's not hard to 


distinguish the Fabia Estate from 
its hatchback cousin thanks to the 
significant changes at the rear. 
However, the estate rear is sensi¬ 
bly integrated into the original 
shape, and as long as you choose a 
model with decent-sized wheels. 

The Fabia Estate is one of the 
most sensible cars you can buy, so 
it's understandable that its image 
is well grounded rather than flash. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: As 

you'd expect the Fabia Estate is 
designed to be practical but it’s a 


remarkable feat at just how spa¬ 
cious this car is. With the seats up 
there's 530 litres of space on offer 
- more than some estates from 
the class above - and with them 
folded there is 1,395 litres on offer. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: From behind 
the wheel, there's very little to dis¬ 
tinguish the Estate from its hatch¬ 
back sibling, which is a credit to 
Skoda's efforts. There's no notice¬ 
able increase in noise despite the 
extra space behind you, and it 
drives with the same composure 


and comfort as the regular car. 

Engine choice is slightly reduced 
compared to the hatch, which is 
sensible considering the extra 
loads it may have to carry. The 1.2 
TSI petrol is arguably the pick of 
the bunch, offering a flexible 
89bhp and generous torque. 

Although slightly larger and 
heavier the Fabia Estate is very 
composed through corners, with 
the electric power steering provid¬ 
ing a decent amount of feedback 
and the suspension remaining un¬ 
fazed by road imperfections. 


VALUE FOR MONEY: The Fabia in 
third generation form is a little 
more expensive than before, but 
one thing it certainly doesn't 
skimp on is equipment. All models 
come with Bluetooth connectivity, 
DAB radio, electric front windows 
and heated door mirrors, height 
and reach adjustable steering 
column and tyre pressure 
monitoring as standard. The 
only significant omission here is 
air conditioning, which comes with 
SE spec along with alloy wheels 
and an upgraded audio system.

Tolfs wait 
continues

investigation by the Football 
Association’s disciplinary 
department over ugly scenes 
at Kingsmeadow last month, 
writes Stuart Amos. 

The 27-year-old climbed 
over perimeter fencing to tus¬ 
sle with away fans after the 
final whistle of his side’s 2-1 
Ryman Premier League de¬ 
feat to Bognor Regis Town on 
February 23. 

The FA last week ruled Bog¬ 
nor Regis Town had no case 
to answer over the incident - 
video footage of which has 
been viewed by thousands 
worldwide on You Tube. 

Allegations of racial abuse 
have also been dismissed 
after Ks midfielder Alex 
Addai provided a written 
statement denying any such 
abuse had occurred. 

It leaves Tolfrey to face the 
music over the events which 
could yet derail boss Tommy 
Williams’ play-off hopes. 

“Having considered the de¬ 
tailed report submitted by 
the club and with the benefit 
of the CCTV evidence, the FA 
concluded the club do not 
have a case to answer on 
either point [the events or 
the allegation of racial 
abuse],” said Bognor Regis 
Town secretary Simon Cook 
in a written statement.
